Conservatories.— One of the pleasantest and newest features in the plan of 
these houses are the Conservatories and Balconies, to the right and left of the parlor 
bay window, arranged with glass roof, zinc floor and every fixture for a large display 
of flowers. (See plan of parlor. ) 

The Stairs, among other novel features, are original, both in plan and con- 
structive detail, combining ease with the greatest possible convenience, and are ex- 
ceptionally beautiful in appearance. 

The Inside Blinds are peculiar in construction, and ornamental colored 
glass introduced into the same (differing in color in each house) is a new and pleasant 
feature that will be extensively copied. 

Nickle-Plated furniture and butts, .of a late style, are used throughout. 

Cut Glass, executed in elegant designs, made by the architect, are used in all 
sash doors. 

The Main Staircase Hall is crowned with an elegant Dome, lighted 
through stained glass of elaborate and tasteful pattern.

LOCATION, GROUNDS AND SURROUNDINGS. 

HE rare attractiveness of the spot on which these 
residences are built and the beauty of the surroundings are 
the admiration of all who view them. 

In Choosing a permanent or temporary residence, the 
location demands important consideration. 

A Healthier or more desirable location is not to be 
found in the State. The situation is high and commanding, 
in the midst of extensive beautiful grounds and elegant resi- 
dences, with an extended outlook up and down the Hudson, 
the Cat skill Mountains, and surrounding country, the Mountain House 
being plainly visible from each residence.

EXTERIOR AND CONSTRUCTION. 

Philadelphia Pressed Brick of the finest quality are used in facing the 
fronts. 

Ohio Stone from the Amherst quarry, cut and rubbed in the best possible 
manner, is used for the stoops, water tables, string and sill courses, door and window 
dressings, etc. 

Iron is used for the cornices, mansard roof, dormer windows and crestings. 
The latter are painted in brilliant colors, picked out with gold, and the remaining 
iron work is painted and sanded in exact imitation of the stone work. 

PLAN OF BUILDINGS— INTERIOR. 

The Plan adopted for the construction of these houses is new in important 
features, and is the result of the most careful and painstaking study on the part of 
the architect (to suit the taste and meet the requirements of the most critical and ex- 
acting) who has had twenty years' professional experience — in this special branch 
of architecture — in New York city. 

The following is a schedule of the accommodations afforded by the plan : 

One Front Parlor, with balcony. 

One Rear Parlor, with large bay window 12 by 8£ feet ; two conservatories 
and two hooded balconies. The bay window is not only exceptional in magnitude 
of plan, but equally so in the fineness of its outlook, and the quality and style of its 
fittings. Its larger window extends nearly from floor to ceiling, and is 5 feet (single 
sheet of glass) in width. 

Intermediate. — One library closet, and one dressing closet, fitted up with wash- 
hand basin, wardrobes, urinal, etc. Both lighted and ventilated. 

One Dining Room, with china closet and waiter's pantry communicating 
with kitchen. 

Five Large* Chambers, each with dressing closets, lighted and ventilated, 
containing wash-hand basins, wardrobes and drawers, and wardrobe closets, with 
drawers, hooks, etc. 

One Bath Room and water closet, lighted and ventilated, and elegantly 
floored, wainscoted and fitted up with hard woods. 

One Billiard Room, splendidly lighted (from the north) and provided wiih 
closet and dumb-waiter accommodations. 

This room, of ample and elegant proportions, and well removed from any annoy- 
ing sounds, is remarkably adapted for the studio of an artist, or the study of an 
author. 

It commands the fine view of the park in front, of a large part of the city, and a 
magnificent outlook upon the Hudson and the mountains beyond. 

Two Small Bed Rooms, with closets, hooks, etc. 

One Tank Room, lighted and ventilated. 

One Wine or Storage Room. 

One Linen Closet, of good size and appropriately fitted. 

One Kitchen with dresser, large pantry, range, boiler, sink, wash trays, re- 
frigerator closet, pot closet, laundry drying closet, ironing table, etc. 

One Servants 5 Water Closet, lighted and ventilated directly with the 
Outside. 

One Dumb Waiter (the best approved patent) extending from the basement 
to the fourth rloor, and opening upon each intermediate story. 

One Cellar, with coal bunkers, etc. 

Grates and Mantels of new, chaste and elegant design, are in all the princi- 
pal rooms. 

Hot and Cold Water is supplied to the bath rooms and basins throughout. 

Gas is furnished to every room and hall and to the principal newel of the main 
stairs.
